new parking requirements. 
Gubisch said the codes are the 
result of months of work by a ten- 
man committee, and was the first. 
job handed him when he began 
working for the city last October. 
Gubisch, the city commissioners 
and City Manager Robert Sanders 
all -agreed during Monday's 
workshop that the scope of 
changes incorporated in the zoning 
and development ordinances 
t they be treated dif- 
ferently in the adoption process. 
Normally, a new city ordinance 


‚is advertised twice over a four- 


week period and is voted on twice 


»by the city commission, passing on 


the second reading if both votes are 


‘Positive. 


Because every homeowner and 
businessman in the city will be af- 
fected by the codes, however, there 


twill be a series of public hearings 


designed to give every person in 
the city a chance to learn what is 
included in the new laws and 
provide input before the codes are 
Jocked in.

BELLE.GLADE - Rising water at 
the Municipal Marina, which al- 
most completely flooded the camp- 
ing area Friday and Saturday 
nights, and the problems the high 
water is causing, will be discussed 
in a meeting, possibly Friday. 
The meeting was called for 
Monday night by the City Commis- 
sion during a workshop sesion. The 
meeting is to be between the 
* commission, the U.S. Army Corps 
‘of Engineers and the South 1 Florida 
Water’ Management District. 
Should a recommendation by 
City Public Safety Director Charles 
Goodlett be accepted by the 
commission, the rising water could 
eventually lead to evacuation of the 
entire marina. Parts of the marina 
have already been evacuated. 
“Goodlett said he was called out 
Friday night after strong northwest 
winds pushed the water level at the 


marina up to the point it almost 
covered the highest point of land at 
the campground. 

Marina Manager Stan Whitlock 
said the water rose almost as high 
Saturday night when winds rose 
then. 

Goodlett asid he knows that if the 
winds had lasted as long Friday 
night as they have lasted in the 
past, the lake level at the marina 
could rise as much as 24 inches, 

The level was 16.38 inches 
Monday morning and another two 
feet would be enough to completely 
cover the area. 

“‘It wouldn't be enough to drown 
the people out there," Goodlett 
said, ‘‘but I've seen 'a flood out 
there once, and the panic it caused 
among the campers, and it isn’t

Mayor Tom Altman directed thé 
city planner Monday to come up 
with a proposal for a method of 
notifying every resident of the city 
about the codes and the extent of 


changes. 

Gubisch said he is considering 
sending the notices through the 
mail, distributing them through 
newspapers or having them hand- 
delivered by city work crews. The 
notice received by a given resident 
will probably consist of color-coded 
maps of the section of town oc- 
cupied by the resident, showing the 
zoning as it now is and again as 
zoning is proposed by the new or- 
dinance, and a written summary of 
some of the major changes. 

For those who have questions 
before the hearings begin, Gubisch 
said large maps of the entire city, 
showing ba ated and 
proposed zoning, be available 
in city hall, along with copies of the 
ordinances. 


He said everyone in town needs 
to realize that while their property 
will be grandfathered in under the 
new ordinances, if anything should 
happen and buildings should be 
destroyed or in need of major 
changes, rebuilding would have to 
take place under the new zoning 
law. 

Some of the more drastic 
changes include: 

* A requirement, for the first time, 
that anyone appearing before the 
City Zoning Board or the Board of 
Adjustment pay a $50 fee. This 
passes the cost of the process along 
to those who are using it rather 
than to the taxpayers at large. 

* Elimination of pyramid zoning,

/ Algal study 


completed . 


A verbal report of a just- 
completed 15-month study on what 
causes the growth of algae in Lake 
Okeechobee will be presented to 
the Florida Sugar Cane League 
next month, according to Dr. 
Joseph Orsenigo, head of research 
for the League. 

The $160,000 study was perfor- 
med by a team of University scien- 
tists with the Dee EU of En- 
vironmental E. 
and was paid for by the — 
The team was headed by Dr. 
“Patrick L. Brezonik. 

Dr. Orsenigo said the purpose of 
the study was to determine which 
chemicals and nutrients in the 
water' «re tnost critical in affecting 
the growth of algae and weeds in 
the lake and incoming streams. 

The team made monthly tests in 
the lake and in their laboratory at 
Gainesville and Dr. Orsenigo said 
there were periodic times when in- 
tensified testing was performed. 

"At several locations in the 
lake," Dr. Jackson, one of the team 
scientist, said, "large plastic en- 
closures filled with lake water were 
suspended and the suspected 
chemical was added independen- 
uy." 

Each enclosure was monitored 
for two weeks to determine the 
amount of growth in algae and 
submerged weeds. 

"Increase in algal growth in- 
dicates which added chemical is 
most critical in controllihg growth 
in the lake,"-—Dr. Fox said. 
"Knowledge of these critical 
elements will allow pollution con- 
trol experts to consider the selec- 
tive removal of particular elements 
or compounds." 

The potential benefit. 
is a reduction^in fhe cost of

“We haven't released anything 
on the study,” Dr. Orsenigo said. 
"We expect an oral report next 
month but a written report won't 
be received until mid-December.”
